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CouNTER DrRuG EFFORTS 


In existence since 1989, the Guard's 
counterdrug Supply Reduction Program 
provides intelligence support, case investi- 
gation and marijuana eradication support 
to law enforcement agencies throughout 
the state. The program is complement- 
ed by the Drug Demand Reduction 
Program. Added in 1993, demand and 
reduction efforts focus on providing sup- 
port to anti-drug community coalitions, 
providing mentors, and teaching youth 
leadership and group problem solving 
Skills. 


GIVING New LIFE To 
EQUIPMENT 


As the Missouri National Guard 
upgrades its Information system 
resources, it’s focusing on making 
the best use of the older technology. 
In many cases the best use for old 
computers is to offer them to small 
and resource-challenged school dis- 
tricts. In 1997, 24 school districts 
from all parts of the state benefited 
from refurbished National Guard 
equipment. 


MEETING THE CHALLENGE 


The Missouri National Guard 
kicked off its program for at-risk 
Missouri teens -- the Show-Me 
ChalleNGe program. The pro- 
gram features formal education 
coupled with military type training 
to help develop self-discipline, 
self-esteem, and work related 
Skills. During the 1998-1999 
biennium, over 150 cadets gradu- 
ated from the program. 
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VWWONDERLAND CAMP 
GUARD MEMBERS VOLUNTEER TO 
HELP SPECIAL NEEDS FAMILIES 


A joint venture of the Missouri 
National Guard and the Missouri 
Department of Mental Health, Camp 
Wonderland provides summer camp 
opportunities for handicapped chil- 
dren and adults. Over $15,000 dol- 
lars is raised annually by Guard 
members to provide the opportunity 
to 130 campers.

DEPLOYMENTS AND TRAINING 


Soldiers and airmen of the National Guard have 
historically been trained to put their special 
skills to use in times of state emergency and 
upon federal call-up. Recently, Guard mem- 
bers have been using their training in real world 
situations - through long term unit deployments 
and two week rotations to on-going National 
Guard missions. 


The following deployments during the biennium 
exemplify the readiness and training excellence 
of Missouri Guard members. 


MISSOURI GUARD IN MACEDONIA

THE GUARD VOICE OVERSEAS 


The 70th Mobile Public Affairs Detachment 
(MPAD) participated in a nine-month deployment 
to Germany and the Balkans in support of 
Operation Joint Forge. The 18-member unit, 
which also has members in Arkansas, was orga- 
nized in 1970 to support the public affairs needs 
of Missouri National Guard units. 


GUARD HISTORIANS ACTIVATED 


The 135th Military History Detachment deployed to 
Heidelberg, Germany for nine months to support U.S. 
Army Europe's documentation of items of historical signifi- 
cance from Operation Joint Endeavor and Operation Joint 
Guard. The 135th, normally stationed in Jefferson City, 
consists of three Army National Guard soldiers. 
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OPERATION ALASKAN ROAD 


Beginning in May 1998, Missouri National Guard 
Engineer units began participating in Operation 
Alaskan Road. The mission, which is slated to last 
five years, will focus on construction of 12 miles of 
road through the Alaskan wilderness. When com- 
pleted, the road will provide hard surface trans- 
portation for a population of Native Alaskans. The 
Washington, Utah, Alaska, Alabama and 
Massachusetts National Guard's are also taking 
part, with coordination provided by the Missouri 
Guard. 


GUARDING PANAMA 


The 1138th Military Police Company 
trained in Panama, supplementing the 
regular Army forces as they concen- 
trated on moving U.S. Army Southern 
Command Headquarters. The 1138th 
was tasked to a law and order mission, 
including: guarding of the main gate 
and General's Quarters, providing 
escort and walking patrols. 


AIR GUARD IN ITALY 


Fifty-three Missouri Air Guard Members 
of the 121st Air Control Squadron at 
Jefferson Barracks spent six weeks atop 
Mt. Jacotenente, Italy, Helping control 
the skies in the Bosnia and Herzegovina 
theater of operation. The operation, 
known as “Deliberate Guard,”was aimed 
at providing a recognizable air picture of 
the tactical area of operation.
